The big, solid, heavy-voiced son

broker who died in 1947.

McCarthy said "no girl was in- 


volved in his decision. 


"I fell in love with Germany," 


ho told reporters. 


"I haven't fallen in love with a 


German girl—but I may." 
The blond, blue-eyed youth said 


he became interested in Germany 
here in 1945 as a United States 
soldier. "I like the German way 
of life," McCarthy said. . 


Reporters asked what particu- 


larly he liked about the German 
way,

"I think the Germans have high '• 


principles," he replied. "They arc 
i 


diligent, hard-working, hospitable 
and 
generous—at least I have i 


found them so. Other people might 
disagree. The Germans enjoy the 
simplest things of life, 
They en- 


joy music. They-have a very fine 
1'amily life." 


McCarthy was asked whether 


he .found these qualities lacking in 
,the United States, 


"Most of my experience has 
been in the army," he replied. 


McCarthy returned to the Unit- 


ed States after his army service. 
He said when he came back into 
Germany he walked up to French 
zone border officials and told them 
lie was a Gorman.

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ON FORECASTING 


Some economists have been pondering 


right and wrong forecasts, of economic trends 
of the post-war period, trying to find why 
the right ones were right and the wrong 
ones wrong. The gist of their findings, as 
mado public, scorns to be that the Inaccurate 
forecasters were off in their judgment of 
the known facts, and made erroneous esti- 
mates of things to happen. Those who were 
right, on the other hand, exhibited better 
Insight into the psychology of the consumer 
and of men coming home from the wars, 
Also, they took a fortunate flier in forecast- 
ing wages, prices and taxes. 


The 
critical 
question appears to be 


whether a forecaster was right or wrong 
in choosing the known basic conditions on 
which to base his prophecy. At most times 
in a "business cycle there are signs pointing 
up and others down, and still others in 
between. Some experts pick the right signs, 
others don't. The only hope for the layman, 
apparently, 5s to pick the right forecaster. 


A shortcoming of the layman is that, 


given two prophecies between which to 
choose, he is prone to allow wishful thinking 
to influence his choice. There is a bit of 
evidence here and there that the economics 
export, too, is troubled by that tendency.

THE PARIS CONFERENCE 


Vishinsky's attitude at the Paris Conference is 


literally correct from the Russian standpoint. They 
established a German government in the Russian 
zone, as they established Polish, Hungarian, Ru- 
manian, Bulgarian governments despite the pro- 
visions of the Potsdam agreements. The -United 
States .and Great Britain did not reject those Rus- 
sian administrations. We recognized thorn as fails 
accornplis. We assumed, as we are now assuming in 
China, that a rejection of any crime that Soviet 
Russia commits will lead to war. And we.have be- 
come a peace-at-any-price nation. 


True, the Truman Doctrine made an exception 


of Turkey and Greece: with regard to those coun- 
tries, the United States adopted a sort of Monroe 
Doctrine in the sense that they could not be made 
subject to Russian imperialism. But as regards 
China, the State Department policy has been de- 
signed to assist Soviet Russia to conquer China 
through an army of "agrarian performers, called 
the Chinese Communist'Party—a member .of the 
Third International since 1920. 
The assumption of the Russian must be that WE 


have some special reasons about Greece and'Tur- 
key and Japan, which apply to no other parts of 
the world. 'For no one who pursues a logical course 
can possibly understand why this country, which 
had a iirm policy concerning China for more than 
a century, would .get so excited over Turkey and 
Greece find then throw China away. Certainly, he 
could find no explanation for the simultaneous Ber- 
lin iilrllft and the sacrifice of China.

Conference with the attitude of a conqueror who is 
dealing with illogical, unreasoned beings who can- 
not determine policy and 'who arc so fearful of 
a public opinion of their own manufacture that 
they aru incapable of an honorable and digmfted 
position pn any question. So,, he hits out at them 
knowing full well that such men as Dean Acheson

clod if possible, upon the perfections of the United 
States, which is a union of .48 sovereignties. 


Their moral position is impeccable, tor after 


all, war is a brutal demonstration o£ the inadequacy 
of civilization. If wars persist, if nations canno 
resolve their differences without -recourse to war 
it must be admitted that 'our civilization is'skin, 
doen. The highest point-in the actual implemen 
lallon of this doctrine was reached in the KcllogR 
Brlnnd 'Pact, according to which war wna out 
lawcd. That pact was signed in 1028; it was fol 
lowed by the Manchurian war, the Ethiopian war 
and World -War 2. The League of Nations, which 
existed to prevent wars and' to punish..aggressors, 
was destroyed by the Manchurian war, and the 
United Nations has proved to be utterly ineffectual 
except in the Israel-Arab war, which was limited 
and ended through the, mediation of Dr. Ralph 
Bunchc—an American.

OLD LAWS 


County officials in Rutland, Vt, attracted 


a lot of attention a short time ago by invok- 
ing a 150-year-old debtor statute against two 
men who had failed to pay civil suit judg- 
ments The two men were thrown into jail, 
and under this old statute they could be held 
in jail the rest of their lives if the judgments 
were not paid, unless they could qualify to 
take paupers' oaths. 


The nonsense of this kind of debtor law, 


long ago outmoded, is that if the debtor was 
unable to meet his obligation while free, 
clearly ho will, not be able to earn the money 
to meet it white in jail. This was the old 
debtor law of England, where it was a tar- 
get for the masterful pen of Charles Dickens, 
who is given a large share of credit for the 
reform which removed this kind of law from 
the British code. 


The debtor law providing indefinite con- 


finement, however, is no more obsolete than 
many other laws on state and municipal 
books. Every good housewife cleans house 
once or twice a year, and every good busi- 
ness man renovates his stock periodically, 
but laws, once made, seem to go on forever. 
There are few codes of state and local laws 
which could not bo improved vastly by a 
good house cleaning. 


BETTERING THE SCHOOLS 


What is wrong with the schools, and what 


can be done to strengthen their good fea- 
tures? A National Citizens Commission for 
the Public Schools has been formed, with 
financial aid from the Carnegie Corporation 
and the General Education Board. Just now 
there are 28 members, headed by Roy E. 
Larson, president of Time, Inc., but the num- 
ber will eventually be raised to 60. 


An important feature of the committee is 


that it has no teachers or e'ducational execu- 
tives. An all-layman group could, it was felt, 
bring a new approach to such "old problems 
as the shortage of trained teachers, and the 
inequality of educational opportunities for 
children in different parts of the country. 


President Conant of Harvard calls the 


formation of the committee "the most im- 
portant move-for the advancement of public 
education that has taken place in 50 years." 
This will be true if the committee really 
moves.

Because tubercu- 
lous elands in children appear to be a forerunner of 
tuberculous meningitis, those physicians advise-that 
streptomycin should be .used, in curly' tuberculosis 
in children. Of IS such patients, 12 later contracted 
tuberculous meningitis. '

tuberculous meningitis now being cured by strepto- 
mycin, if givsn early, and remember that .inflamma- 
tion of the lining of the heart, a former fatal clis-' 
ease, now is being cured by penicillin, and that dia- 
betes and pernicious* anemia .(also former fatal dis- 
eases) are now controlled/we should not despair of 
finding the cause and cure of cancer.

Today in Washington 


Any New Statute to Replace Tart-Hartley Act It Certain 


to Contain 60-Day Warning on Strikes or Lockouts 


_.»_«_„___ By DAVID LAWRENCE ___^____ 
Washington, June 3—An impor- 
ant decision has just been ren- 
dered by the Court of Appeals of 
he District of Columbia which 
affects the whole subject of -wild- 
cat strikes everywhere in the 
United States. 


Labor unions as well as em- 


>loyers. are now given warning 
Jiat they must give 60 days' no- 
tice of an intention, to begin a 
strike or a lockout. 


'This is a specific provision of 


the Taft-Hartley Act, and it is 
one which is certain to be .re- 
tained in any new statute adopt- 
ed to replace the existing law. 
3ut the National Labor Relations 
Board, by twisted 
interpretation, 
las greatly restricted the. mean- 
.ng of the provision. 


The issue arose between 
the 


3oeing 
Airplane 
Company 
in 


Seattle and the local lodge of the 
International Association of Ma- 
chinists. Originally the union and 
the company had a contract with 
a no-strike clause which expired 
in March 1947, but it prqvided 
that it would remain in effuct 
'until a new agreement has been 
reached 
by the parties either 


through negotiation or arbitra- 
tion," In April 1947, the union 
?ave the • proper notice of inten- 
tion to strike as: provided under 
the then-existing Smith-Connally 
law. Negotiations broke down in 
the middle of May 1947, and the 
union members rejected the com- 
pany's offer und authorized l;he 
calling of a strike. Although Ihe 
strike was authorized, it never 
occurred, and the Court of Ap- 
peals' opinion states that "the 
subsequent conduct of'-the union 
members and officials shows clear- 
ly that their Intention was aban- 
doned." 


Work continued at the Boeing 


plants and negotiations were re- 
sumed in October 1947. In Janu- 
ary 1948, representatives of th'e 
company and the union met three 
times a week and arrived at a 
tentative agreement with; respect 
to all but three of the fourteen 
points in dispute. Then, suddenly, 
on April 20, 1948, the union miide 
a new proposal and threatened n 
strike 
unless it; was 
accepted 


within 24 hours. The company re- 
jected the proposal and the next 
day approximately 14,500 mem- 
bers of the union went out on 
strike. 


The Boeing Company thereupon 


notified the union that it would 
no longer deal with it as a collec- 
tive-bargaining agent because it 
had failed to give the 60-day no- 
tice required by the Taft-Hartley 
Act. This law had gone into effect 
on August 22, 1947, during the 
period when there was a lapse in 
the negotiations. 


The Boeing Company asserted 


its right not to rehire those em- 
ployes who had -served 'relations 


with the company by means of th« 
strike. The trial examiner for the 
National Labor Relations Board 
took the position .that the notic* 
originally given under the Smith- 
Connally Law was sufficient and 
that, anyhow, the contract could 
not have been construed as being 
of indefinite duration. The Nation- 
al Labor Relations Board upheld 
the trial examiner. 
The Court of Appeals, in revers- 
ing both the trial examiner's view 
and that of the Labor Relation* 
Board, said on this point: 
"We agree with the principle ot 
law that a contract of indetermi- 
nate duration' may become termi- 
nable by unilateral action on th« 
part of either party after a reason- 
able lapse of time. In 
enacting 


Section 8 (D) Congress specified 
what the 
reasonable 
notice of 


termination 
would, bo, namely, 


sixty days. In this case the com- 
pany was allowed no more than 
twenty-four hours to consider a 
proposal 
containing 
demands 


which were far-reaching in their 
effect upon the 
company. 
The 


company did not accept the pro- 
posal and 
the strike occurred. 
This is not In compliance with the 
no-strike clause of the contract 
and, even assuming the existence 
of an interim contract, it was not 
sufficient notice under either tha 
1946 contract or the so-called in- 
terim contract. 


"We are of the view that th* 


union violated both Section 8 (D) 
of the National Labor Relations 
Act, as amended, and the no-strike 
clause of its own -contract, 
and 


that it forfeited all right to be con- 
sidered as a collective-bargaining 
agent for the employes of the com- 
pany." 


This correspondent critizcd the 
trial examiner's opinion when. It 
was issued and also that of 
Labor Relations Board, on 
the 
the 


ground that it did not construe 
fairly the words of the contract 
or 
of the 
Taft-Hartley Law, 


arguing further that the examiner 
and the board had disregarded th« 
judical approach and had adopted 
instead a partisan position. It was 
pointed out at the time that th« 
Taft-Hartley Law could easily b« 
rendered inoperative by distorting 
its phrases and ignoring its plain 
obligations. A bonrd unsympa- 
thetic to the law, it was further 
stated in these dispatches, could 
make unnecessary the repeal of 
the 
Taf t-H a r 11 e y 
Act 
and 


could do 'the bidding of th« 
union-labor bosses who wanted to 
see 
the. statute 
emasculated 


through nullifying interpretations. 
It is, therefore, gratifying to find, 
that the Cour.t of Appeals, unani- 
mously by a 3-0 vote, interpreted 
the law and the facts judically and 
without the prejudices of economic 
partisans 
which so often hava 
characterized in the past the 
rulings of the National Labor Re. 
lations Board.

Not only has the fishing indus-

ble for those who catch and- proc- 
ess the best quality of fish. The 
men who man the vessels now 
average about $3,500 per year, al- 
though many . of x them are for- 
eigners who cannot read and 
write. Those who process the fish 
on shore can earn fifty dollars or 
more per week by .piecework.

"What was founded as a land of 
opportunity is rapidly developing 
into a land of paternalism," he 
said. He said the New Deal was 
based upon the premise that the 
American people were not able 
to handle their own money. 


"In the eyes of the 'GreatWhile 


Father,' who sponsored the New 
Deal, the ordinary map . on the 
•Street was a child who could 'not 
be trusted. Therefore you should 
take his money away from him .in 
taxes, have a rubber stamp'. Con- 
gress give the President or one 
of his bureaucrats a blank check, 
and then let him look after the 
so-called interests of the Common 
people. Even so long ago as when 
F.D.R. was governor of the state, 
he had the same idea," said'Mr. 
Fearon. 


He referred to the 1931 bill 


which. Governor 'Roosevelt sought 
to have passed under relief guise 
by which 520,000,000 would .be 
available for distribution by him- 


self to his own picked committee 
of three In every county and 
every city in the state and there 
was no.provision in the bill for a 
plan of distribution, it all could 
be passed out by the governor to 
any of those communities "at his 
whim or pleasure." 


Fought by G.O.P. 


This bill was fought by the Re- 


publican Legislature and Senator 
Wicks presented a measure' by 
which every 'Community would get 
40 per cent reimbursement -for 
home relief and every community 
could . benefit.

000,000- could be used, for tem- 
porary employment of persons en- 
titled to relief on public improve- 
ments undertaken or required by

Wicks bill as amended was ap- 
proved and served the communi- 
ties well. 
In closing Fearon paid a high 


tribute to Senator Wicks and said 
he "knows the problem of men who 
worlc for a dollar, he knows State 
government, and knows how far 
the State can go and stay sol- 
vent."

eight-year light for the right to 
express their own opinions on pub- 
lic issues over the air.

when the Federal Communications 
Commission—which holds life and 
death power over radio stations 
through control of their operating 
licenses — sold that broadcasting 
stations could not "editorialize" or 
"advocate" anything.

This meant' that while stations 


were expected to make facilities 
available for all persons or parties 
of all points of view, they could- 
not express their own opinions on 
public issues; 
The commission amended this 


policy late yesterday. It said that 
a statipn of either the listening or 
looking (television) variety, could 
speak out, in its own name, for a 
political candidate, or a political 
party, 'or in any controversy—pro- 
vided it did not prevent the airing 
of views opposed to its own. •
